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FORMER  COUNCILMAN 
FRANK  CORTESE  SUGGESTS 
SENIOR  HOUSING  PROPOSAL 
BE  PUT  ON  REFERENDUM 

Initial  public  meeting  for  discussion  of  the  Senior  Citizen  Housing 
proposal  brought  forth  many  protests  last  Monday  evening.  Included 
in  the  assemblage  of  35  were  15  elderly  people.  With  one  exception, 
they  remained  quiet  throughout  the  entire  session,  voicing  no  opinions 
one  way  or  another.  The  single  Senior  Citizen  who  did  speak  was 
definitely  against  the  entire  proposal. 

Arthur  Schecter,  assistant 


regional  Director  of  the  Public 
Housing  Authority  of  the  Dept, 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Renewal 
outlined  the  Senior  Citizen  Hous¬ 
ing  proposal  in  full  detail. 

Among  the  many  in  disagree¬ 
ment  with  the  proposal  was  Ex- 
Mayor  Eugene  Molnar  who 
opposed  federal  housing  with  the 
observation  that  he’s  rather  see 
our  community  help  itself. 
Suggesting  that  inasmuch  as  our 
Boro  is  losing  money  at  some 
garden  apartments  which  are 
vacant  (assessments  are  based 
on  income  for  apartments) 
Molnar  offered  the  thought  that 
perhaps  the  Boro  might  buy  an 
apartment  unit  rather  than  sacri¬ 
fice  valuable  land  with  potential 
ratables. 

GEMZA  STATEMENT 
Michael  S.Gemza,  FormerTax 
Collector  took  a  dime  view  of 
the  Senior  Citzen  Housing  pro¬ 
posal.  When  World  War  II  ended, 
Gemza  recalled,  East  Paterson 
was  in  dire  need  of  low  rental 
units  for  veterans.  The  Borough 
built  a  32-unit  apartment  on 
Linden  Avenue  for  this  purpose. 
In  just  a  few  years  following 
the  war,  there  weren’t  enough 
eligibles  in  East  Paterson  to  fill 
the  rooms  and  the  units  were 
rented  to  out-of-towners  in  many 
cases.  The  project  was  sold  to 
private  interests.  Following 
these  observations  Gemza 
advocated  a  questionaire  be 
prepared  on  the  entire  subject. 

SAYS  SCHECTER  IS 
“MISLEADING” 

Another  sharp  critic  of  thepro- 
posal  was  Miss  Gertrude  Unsel 
who  asked,  “Why  should  I  have 
to  support  someone  else?  I  have 
a  hard  enough  time  to  support 
myself.  I’m  in  the  low  income 
bracket.”  Miss  Unsel  said 
Schecter  was  misleading  when  he 
said  it  won’t  cost  East  Paterson 
anything.  “We’re  all  Federal  tax¬ 
payers,”  she  declared. 

PROPOSES  REFERENDUM 
Frank  Cortese,  former 


Councilman  asked  if  considera¬ 
tion  would  be  given  to  placing 
the  Senior  Citizen  Housing/ 
question  on  referendum  and  let 
the  public  at  large  decide  whether 
or  not  they  want  this  project. 
Cortese,  who  had  asked  many 
questions  of  Mr.  Schecter 
declared  the  average  number  of 
persons  the  Boro  on  relief  at 
any  given  time  over  the  past 
eight  years  has  never  exceeded 
eleven.  “We  don’t  have  many  in 
dire  need,”  Cortese  concluded.

Dear  Sir: 

I  read  your  seventh  item  in 
“Straws  in  the  Wind”,  with  quite 
a  bit  of  interest.  Better  than 
Elmwood  Drive,  were  the  people 
on  Martha  Avenue.  On  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  the  big  snow,  my  son  dug 
out  two  sets  of  sidewalks  and 
driveways.  The  snow  plow  had 
already  been  through.  At  four 
o’clock,  the  plows  came  through 
again  and  deposited  a  six  foot 
bank  of  snow,  not  at  the  edge  of 
the  street,  but  it  could  not  have 
been  placed  any  more  exact  than 
smack  dab  in  the  middle  of  my 
drive  way.

PROSIT!  The  production  of  beer  continues  to  increase.  James  J. 
Nagle  reports  in  The  New  York  Times  that  when  all  figures  from 
last  year  are  in,  they  are  expected  to  show  that  beer  output  totaled 
107-million  barrels  of  31  gallons  each.  This  would  be  an  increase 
of  1.5  per  cent  over  1964’s  production  and  represents  the  output  of 
134  companies  with  198  breweries.  Anheuser-Busch  with  its  three 
brands,  Budweiser,  Michelob  and  Busch  Bavarian  beers,  leads  in 
sales  with  11.57  million  barrels  sold  last  year.  The  others  in  the 
top  10,  according  to  the  National  Beer  Wholesalers  Association, 
are  Schlitz  8.6  million  barrels;  Pabst,  8.23  million;  Falstaff, 
6.3  million;  Carling,  5.2  million;  Schaefer,  4.3  million;  Associat¬ 
ed  Brewing,  4.5  million;  P.  Ballantine,  4.24  million;  Rheingold; 
and  Theodore  Hamm,  3.84  million.  Much  of  the  growth  in  demand, 
of  course,  results  from  the  coming  of  age  of  the  so-called  war 
babies.  Most  of  the  beer  consumed  in  this  country  is  drunk  by 
those  in  the  21-to-39  year  old  age  bracket.  One  source  estimates 
consumption  by  those  in  this  bracket  at  an  average  of  7.4  glasses 
a  week. 


New  Coins  in  Circulation 
#  On  November  1  the  United 
States  Treasury  began  to  issue 
new  quarters  composed  en¬ 
tirely  of  copper  and  nickel. 
Nearly  230,000,000  of  these 
Coins  were  scheduled  to  go  into 
circulation  in  the  first  week. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  700,- 
000,000  new  quarters  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  circulating.  New 
xHmes  and  new  half  dollars 
are  also  in  production.  By 
mid-1966  there  will  be  some 
3,500,000,000  new  dimes,  quar¬ 
ters  and  half  dollars  produced. 
By  mid-1967  the  nation  expects 


to  produce  some  7,000,000,000 
more,  making  10,500,000,000  in 
all.  The  demand  for  silver  for 
industrial  and  artistic  uses, 
not  including  coinage,  now  ex¬ 
ceeds  current  output.  So  the 
changeover  to  silverless  dimes 
and  quarters  and  to  half  dol¬ 
lars  with  less  than  half  the 
silver  used  at  present  is  in¬ 
tended  to  save  silver.  There  is 
also  a  need  for  more  coins  for 
retail  stores,  vending  machines 
and  other  business  purposes, 
which  have  grown  by  leaps 
and  bounds  in  recent  years.

Monday  Night’s  Republican 
Club  meeting  brought  forth  a 
charge  by  Councilman  Lawrence 
Pulzone  that  legal  fees  paid 
former  Boro  Attorney  Anthony 
Andora  were  “siphoned’’  from 
the  water  account.

In  order  to  promote  an  orderly 
society,  it  is  necessary  to  have 
judges  appointed  or  elected  to 
decide  cases  arising  out  of  prob¬ 
lems  in  interpretation  of  the  law. 
Thereafter,  officers  are  dele¬ 
gated  to  enforce  the  decision  of 
the  courts.  All  decent  and  humane 
societies  are  governed  by  laws 
rather  than  men.  Unfortunately, 

_  crimes  are  committed  because 
some  citizens  prefer  to  act  not 
in  accordance  with  what  Is  right, 
but,  rather  the  force  that  can  ex¬ 
ercise  the  greatest  influence  over 
us  in  one  form  or  another. 

That  a  judge  Is  a  human  being, 
and,  therefore,  subject  to  errors 
in  judgement  was  recognized  by 
the  Bible.  He  was  stUl  entitled 
to  all  the  respect  and  Influence 
that  his  position  entitled  him  to. 
His  Interpretation  was  to  receive 
the  cooperation  of  enforcement 
agencies. 

The  purpose  of  a  law  abiding 
society  Is  made  very  clear  to  us 
in  a  passage  that  is  frequently 
quoted: 

“Thou  shalt  pursue  justice”. 
The  highest  expression  of  living 
in  a  civilized  society  fs  to  keep 
the  instruments  of  justice  free 
from  undue  Influence  of  a  nega¬ 
tive  character,  and  abide  by  de¬ 
cisions  that  promote  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  peace  and  security  in  our 
midst.

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CURTAIN  UP 

For  those  theatregoers  who  are  constantly  looking  for  a  true, 
serious,  historical  play,  rejoice,  your  search  is  ended.  Peter 
Shaffer’s  THE  ROYAL  HUNT  OF  THE  SUN,  now  playing  in  the 
Anta  Theatre  in  New  York,  is  the  story  of  Pizzaro’s  hunt  for  and 
subsequent  exploitation  of  the  ancient  Inca  Indians. 

The  story  opens  on  a  street  in  Spain  where  several  men  are 
sitting  aimlessly.  Along  this  lazy  street  comes  Francisco  Pizzaro; 
an  aging  explorer  who  has  made  many  trips  to  the  land  of  the  Incas, 
but  in  his  old  age  desires  to  make  one  final  voyage.  While  on  this 
avenue  he  gathers  some  of  the  personel  for  his  expedition.  Among 
his  motely  crew  are  two  Catholic  clergymen,  a  blacksmith,  a  horse¬ 
man,  a  tailor,  a  Royal  overseer,  and  several  soldiers.  The  main 
point  of  this  expedition  is  to  take  fabulous  amounts  of  gold  from  the 
Incas.  In  order  to  obtain  this  gold,  Pizzaro  needed  a  very  tactful 
plan.  He  and  his  company  were  to  act  as  a  group  of  white  gods  who 
were  going  to  bestow  their  blessings  on  AtahuaUpa,  the  Sovereign 
Inca  of  Peru.  Since  Atahuallpa’s  residence  is  high  up  in  the  Andes 
Mountains,  the  Spanish  party  was  forced  to  suffer  seemingly  insur¬ 
mountable  odds  to  reach  the  king  Inca.  Finally  the  band  reached  the 
scheduled  meeting  place  high  in  the  sky.  But  when  the  Indians  reach 
the  Spanish  three  thousand  of  them  were  brutally  murdered  by 
Pizzaro’s  soldiers.  After  this  pointless  slaughter,  AtahuaUpa  was 
taken  prisoner  only  to  be  released  when  a  specific  amount  of  gold 
was  paid  as  ransom.  As  acquiring  and  transporting  this  gold  is  a 
lengthly  process,  the  Incas  grew  very  hostile  about  the  imprison¬ 
ment  of  their  king.  Pi«zaro  then  had  two  choices:  he  can  kill 
AtahuaUpa  and  escape  unhurt  while  the  Indians  mourn,  or  he  can 
keep  his  word  to  the  Inca  and  free  him  at  the  risk  of  being  killed 
himself.  This  is  the  main  story  line  of  the  play.  It  throws  great 
light  upon  the  hypocritical  exploitation  of  the  Incas  by  the  Church 
controlled  Spaniards.  To  go  any  further  in  explanation  would  dull 
the  poignancy  of  the  performance. 

As  Francisco  Pizzaro  the  Spanish  explorer,  Christopher  Plummer 
plays  a  flawless  role.  He  enacts  the  various  moods  and  mental 
states  of  Pizzaro  so  well  that  one  would  think  that  Plummer  himself 
was  emotionally  torn.  As  was  expected  this  experienced  actor 
delivered  a  performance,  the  equal  of  which  is  seldom  seen  on 
Broadway. 

David  Carradine,  son  of  actor  John  Carradine  plays  the  part  of 
Atahuallpa  the  Inca  ruler.  Her  portrayal  of  the  Indian  king  is  first 
rate.  He  plays  the  often  naive,  but  equally  tactful  Inca  very  neatly. 

The  remainder  of  the  cast  does  its  job  with  much  theatrical 
prowess. 

Finally,  under  the  direction  of  John  Dexter,  THE  ROYAL  HUNT  OF 
THE  SUN  is  a  moving,  meaningful  and  genuinely  historical  production 
that  Broadway  needs  to  maintain  what  little  serious  theatre  it  has. 
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Do  your  part  to  make  sure  that  the  Red  Cross 
will  always  be  there.  Give  to  the  Red  Cross 
and  you  serve  humanity  .  .  .  you  help  others 
.  .  .  you  protect  your  community  ...  all  those 
dear  to  you  .  .  .  and  you,  yourself.  Give  gen¬ 
erously  from  the  heart  .  .  .  give  now. 
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
